Maturally, this trick would be impossible without special prepara- 
tion. In this case, it is the coins. Although they appear to be 
quite normal, they are in fact very clever and complicated little 
mechanisms. They are constructed by sawing ordinary coins in half 
and placing tiny explosives inside, Then the two halves are joined 
again with epoxy. À sharp blow is all that is required to set 
off the explosive. Thus, when you slap the coins, the explosions 
occur— and ragged, jagged metal prongs are formed which penetrate 
the flesh, jamming the coins against it and giving the effect and 
appearance of “magnetization.
